TALK WITH THE OLD WARRIOR. 


Maj. McLaughlin’s Report of a Meeting 
with Sitting Bull. 

The story of the last visit paid by a white man 
to Sitting Bull’s camp prior to the tragic events 
of yesterday is told in à report received 
by Assistant Adjutant-General Corbin. The 
narrative throws a flood of light on the old chief a 
wily character and strongly depicts the circum- 
stances existing in the isolated camp. The docu- 
ment is addressed to Commissioner of Indian Af- 
fairs Morgan by United States Indian Agent 
James McLaughlin of Standing Rock Agency and 
reads in fall as follows: 

Having just returned from the Grand River 
district, and referring to my former communica- 
tion regarding the ghost-dance craze among the 
Indians, I have the honor to report 


that a large num- 

of the Grand River 

settlements were participators. Sitting Bull’s 
camp ison the Grand River, forty miles south- 
west from the agency, in a section ef country out- 
side of the line of travel, only visited by those 
connected with the Indian service, and is 
therefore ai secluded spot for these scenes. 
I concluded to take them by surprise, and Sunday 
morning left for that settlement, accompanied by 
Louis Primeau. I arrived there about 3 p. m., 
and, having left the road usually traveled by me 
in ‘visiting the settlement, got upon them 
unexpectedly and found a ‘ghost dance’ at its 
height. There were about forty-five men, 
twenty-five womén, twenty-five boys, and ten 
girls participating. A majority of the boys and 
girls were until a few weeks ago pupils of the 
day schools of the Grand River settlements. 
There were approximately 200 lookers-on 
who had come to. witness the ceremony 
either from curiosity or sympathy, most of whom 
had their families with them and encamped in 
the neighborhood. I did not attempt tostop the 
dance then going on, as in their crazed condition 
under the excitement it- would have been 
useless to attempt it, but, «a remain- 
ing some time talking with a num of the 
spectators. I went on to the house of Henry 
Bull Head, three miles distant. Here I 
remained over night and returned to Sitting 
Bull’s house next morning, where I had a long 
talk with Sitting Bull and a number of his fol- 
lowers.

der up or down. Asa medicine man he had the 
squaws of his tribe abjectly subservient, and 
through them was assisted in maintaining con- 
trol of the bucks. 3 
The Fort Buford Raid of 1866. 

The first that was known of Sitting Bull among 
the whites was at the time of a terrible raid he 
led near Fort Buford, in 1866, when the command- 
ing officer there shot his wife to prevent her falling 
into the hands of the Sioux, whose tortures would 
have been worse than death. From that time 
until 1875 he was known as a marauder, stealing 
horses and cattle, and very ingenious in eluding 
pursuit. In January, 1876,the Interior Depart- 
ment decided to turn Sitting Bull and his men 
over to the War Department. His leadership was 
drawing the young men away from the agencies 
to the war-path. The following summer occurred 
the massacre on the Little Big Horn, where Cus- 
ter, disobeying the orders of Gen. Terry, and fail- 
ing to be reinforced by Reno, fell with his 300 
men. This battle was a victory for Crazy Horse, 
Gall, and Crow King, rather than Sitting Bull. 
They were the warriors; but the lightning that 
struck terror to Custer’s horses and rendered 
slaughter possible was claimed by the crafty old 
chief as due to his medicine work. 

Sitting Bull didn’t know where he was born, or 
when. He was, however, about 65 years old. Be- 
ing a Teeton, he was probably born in Central or 
Southern Dakota. Four Bears, his uncle, says the 
place was near old Fort George, on Willow Creek, 
near the mouth of the Cheyenne, on the west side 
of the Missouri River. His father was a rich 
chief, Jumping Bull. At 10 years of age the In- 
dian lad was famous as a hunter, his favorite 
game being buffalo calves. His father had 
hundreds of pretty white, gray, 
ponies, and the boy never wanted for 
a horse. He killed more young buffaloes 
than any of his mates, and won popularity by lay- 
ing his game at the lodges of poorer Indians who 
were unlucky in the chase. At 14 he killed an en- 
emy; his name before had been Sacred (or won- 
derful) Standshot. When he had killed this man 
and could boast a scalp, his name was changed to 
Sitting Bull, though why the old man didn’t 
know. He had two wives, Was-Seen-by-the-Na- 
tion and The-One-That-Hdd-Four-Robes. His 
children were all bright, handsome boys and 
girls, nine in number; one, a young man, when 
about 18, was in a Catholic school near Chicago. 
Sitting Bull himself was not a Catholic, as re- 
ported.

BACK TO FIRST PRINCIPLES, 


What the Alleged Inner Circle of Knights 
of Labor Signifies, 

As the order of the Knights of Labor ap- 
proaches the condition it was in before it was or- 
ganized it assumes once more some of the feat- 
ures that distinguished it in its infancy. It was 
first started as a secret, oath-bound organization. 
Men were admitted to membership in dark rooms 
where they could see nothing and could not tell 
with whom they were talking. Members ap- 
peared dressed in long robes and their faces cov- 
ered with black masks. As the order grew in 
numbers and importance these mummeries of its 
childhood were abolished, and, to the regret of 
its founder, Uriah Stevens, it became a semi-pub- 
lic body. 

Some years ago the Forty-nine Club was organ- 


| ized. It consisted of many of the founders of the 


organization. They held secret meetings and en- 
deavored to bring the order back to its pristine 
condition. The cabals of the general officers do- 
feated this plan and the Forty-nine Club disap-

NO ONE CLAIMS THE REWARD, 


Campbell Has Not Been Found Dead or 
Alive—Assignee Burley’s Opinion, 

The search for the missing Mr. Campbell was 
prosecuted all day yesterday, but the mystery re- 
mains still unsolved. The police are keeping up 
the house to house search, but are as much in the 
dark as ever. Men are watching for the body to 
appear on the lake shore, but nobody has claimed 
the reward yet. 

Assignee Burley of the Chicago Safe and Lock 
company is pushing the outstanding contracts of 
the concern to completion. The most extensivé 
work isthe vault building at Monroe, Wis., which 
will be finished inside of ninety days. The cred- 
itors of the concern have three months in which 
to prove up their claims, At end 
of that time Mr. Burley will file the list of 
liabilities. So far as is shown 
the books the debts of the corporation will not 
vary $5,000 from the amount of $670,000, as given 
in the original assignment. 

Speaking of the matter of reorganization by the 
present stockholders and carrying on the busi- 
ness, as has been proposed, Mr. Burley said: 

“T do not think the old holders of stock will 
continue the business after the discharge of the 
assignee. The concern is too heavily involved. 
It is possible that outsiders may buy out the busi- 
ness at the sale and with a new organization pro- 
ceed in the manufacture of safes. Money could 
no doubt be made by persons unhampered by the 
old debts, for the concern has a good trade all 
over the country, and the work is first-class.”

A similar experience has resulted in many 
other countries where it was attempted to put 
or keep in circulation a currency net thus 
guaranteed, and not one of them furnishes an 
exception to the rule. The universal law is 
that the paper is valued according to its power 
of obtaining specie when specie is wanted. 
The demand by the Farmers’ Alliance is 
that the circulating medium shall be speedily 
increased to $50 per capita. That means a de- 
mand for the immediate issue of promises to 
pay an aggregate of $1,650,000,000 over and 
above the present liabilities of the Govern- 
ment and the National banks, Not a single 
dollar of this vast sum, or of the additional 
promises that must be manufactured if this re- 
quest should be acceded to, would have behind 
it as specie collateral into which the holder of a 
note could convert it at pleasure or at any fixed 
date, Neither would it be possible to provide 
for a satisfactory exchange for any other kind 
of property when desired by the . holder 
of the note. The Alliance people say 
it would be secured on non-perishable 
farm ~ products or. realestate. But 
that is a delusion. Suppose a holder of 50, 


000 of this flat money desired to exchange it 


for the collateral or security, and elected to 
take cotton. How would he have the cotton 
delivered to him? How many bales would he 
take, and when get hold of them? Could he 
obtain a certain number of pounds, say ten, 
for each one of the number of dollars named 
on his piece of fiat paper? The Alliance peo- 
ple have no such intention, and if they had it 
eould not be carried out. The holder of the 
paper issued by the Government would not be 
able to touch a single pound of the cotton be- 
longing to the individuals who had borrowed 
on it a part of its supposed value, and if he 
did he would notin more than one case in a 
hundred know what todo with the property 
after he had gained possession of it. 

The scheme would not work unless the Gov- 
ernment were authorized and required to take 
possession of the cotton, wheat, oats, corn, 
flax, tobacco, etc., in the public warehouses 
and redeem the fiat money by giving to the 
noteholder a numbér of pounds of each or 
any of them for every dollar named on the 
note. Suchaplan would be far more un- 
wieldy and less satisfactory in the commer- 
cial sense than the old-fashioned plan of giv- 
ing store orders in times when red-dog 
and bull-pup notes had dropped out because 
they were so, nearly worthless that people 
would not take them any longer. But the 
procedure would bean impossibility under 
the common law solong as the person who had 
put the property in store still owned half or 
any other aliquot part of its nominal value. No 
such difficulty as this is contemplated by the 
Alliance people. What they want isa cur- 
rency that would enable them to pay the pres- 
ent indebtedness of its members and then be 
swept out of existence as not having a known 
redeemer. They do notexpect the fiat issue 
would ever be exchanged for property among 
themselves, or if they do they are more fool-

THE TEN-MILLION-DOLLAR FAIR FUND. 

When the evidence that Chicago had com- 
plied with the provision of the World’s Fair 
law, so far as the raising of ten million dol- 
lars was concerned, was laid before the Presi- 
dent he referred it to the Attorney-General 
for investigation and report. That officer has 
raised the technical objection that, as the 
Counci] may repeal the ordinance providing 
for the issue of five millions in bonds, the 
funds cannot be said to be raised till those 
bonds have been issued and placed in the 
hands of the World's Fair people. The able 
lawyers who have appeared before the Attor- 
ney-General on behalf of the Board of Direct- 
ors and have answered to his satisfaction 
other points raised by him say that there is 
nothing in this one—that the Council cannot 
repeal the bond ordinance, as rights have be- 
come vested under it, and that were the 
municipality to refuse to issue the bonds the 
courts could force it to do 80. 

If the Attorney-General is not convinced it 
is his duty to report his view of the case to the 
President. No one can blame him for that. 
But the President in passing on the matter 
will occupy a different position from his law 


‘| officer. The latter is limited to the considera- 


tion of law points, the former ig not. Nen if 
the President, himself a good lawyer, should 
be of the opinion that the Attorney-Genergl’s 
point is well taken he can disregard it, be- 
cause it will be made clear to hun that there 
is no more likelihood of the Council repealing 
that ordinance than there is of the building of 
a railway to the moon. Even if it be legally 
possible to take back that five millions it 
would be physically impossible. There are 
some rather bold Aldermen in the Council, but 
none bold enough for that, Therefore the 
President can and will disregard all such 
technicalities. They may be -pretty, but they 
are not practical, ; 


Another point was raised yesterday by the | 


Attorney-General which the President will 
have to deal with in the same spirit. The for- 
mer questioned the soundness of the $5,000,000 
citizens’ subscription on the ground that re- 
ports had been printed, and not denied, that 
subscribers to the Fair fund meaning there- 
by the Staats-Zeitung—had repudiated their 
subscriptions and ny steps had been taken to 
his knowledge to enforce their payment. Such 
an action on the part of only one subscriber 
threw a cloud, he argued, over the entire list, 
This is one of the consequences of the action 
of the Staats- Zeitung which it probably did 
not foresee. Should the President say that 
Attorney-General Millé?’s point was sound it 
would not add to the popularity of the paper in 
question. But Gen. Harrison was assured 
promptly by the representatives of the di- 
rectory that the subscriptions of all who fell 
by the wayside would be made good-—as they 
will be—and he will put faith in those assur- 
ances. He will not believe that 4 $5,000,000 
subscription list will erumble away and eome 
to naught because one notional subscriber has 
bolted the track since he could not get an im- 
mediate pledge that the Fair would be open 
Sundays. There is too much civie pride here 
and too much at stake to make that possible. 


THE IOWA DELEGATION’S LAST CHANCE, 

If the ten Republican Congressmen from 
Iowa had listened to Blaine and Clarkson last

What is not told in Mr. Knaus’ communica- 
tion ig that the promise to Mr. Hughes was 
made in behalf of the Public Library Board 
by the late Mr. Thomas Hoyne, and that had 
he lived it is altogether probable the promise 
would have been kept, as he was a man of in- 
domitable energy and enthusiasm, and had 
intended to make it his personal business, 
Before he could begin the work, however, he 
was the victim of a railway accident, The 
committee of three gentlemen named above 
did what they could in the clubs and among 
friends, but the matter never was brought be- 
fore the public in a well organized way, and 
there were so many discouragements that grad- 
ually the case became hopeless, and Mr, 
Hughes himself wrote to Dr. Poole advising 
that ng further efforts be made and thas the 


matter be dropped. 


It now turnsout that it is one of those things 
that can’t be dropped, as there is some one at 
hand to pick it up, and so long as that case 
stands empty at Rugby Chicago will not be 
likely to hear the last about its broken promise. 
It is an unfortunate affair, but the way to got 
out of it isto get out, It is not too late to 
make a money contribution to Rughg for the 
purchase of books sufficient to fill the empty 
case, Mr. Mason is the President of the His- 
torical Society, Mr. Williams is a trustee of 
the John Crerar Library, and Dr. Poole is the 
Librarian of the Newberry Library. They 
are competent to suggest ways and means for 
keeping the promise, and Chicago should be 
willing to contribute the small amount néeces- 
sary. Let the case be filled without any fur- 
ther delay, and let the promise be redeemed. 


MICHIGAN FARMERS KNOW SOMETHING. 


At the meeting of the Michigan State 
Grange last week a report was adopted criti- 
cising the National Grange for indorsing the 
proposition that the Government make loans 
on realestate. The report regrets that the 
National body has allowed itself to be carried 
away by popular clamor, and says: 


* The adoption of the scheme would create a feel- 


ing of helpless dependence upon Government aid 
by those whom itis designed to benefit, thereby 
relaxing their Individual effort, destroying 
their energy and self-reliance, and making 
them helpless mendicants subsisting on Govern- 
ment charity. 

Thus the farmers of Michigan denounce one 
of thé wild schemes of the Farmers’ Alliance, 
and if they did not declare theinselves against 
the Subtreasury vagary as well as the one for 
real-estate loans it was simply because it was 
not before them. Similar protests against 
these shinplaster projects have been heard 
elsewhere in the Western States, One ex- 
planatien of this conservative attitude is that 
the West has had the fiat fever and has recov- 
ered from it. Twelve years ago it struck 


Michigan with great force, and an irredeem- 


able shinplaster party cast over 78,000 votes. 
Most of those who were carried away then 
have been converted te sounder views. There 
is a more general diifusion of common sense 
regarding financial matters than there was 
then, and the flat epidemic will not find much 
material to feed on,

had been refused, and the leading papers of the 
metropolis had been engaged in bringing their 
powerful batteries to bear upon public sentiment 
in order to turn it against the granting -of pen- 
sions of any kind whatever. At the same time 
the representatives of the. metropolis came here 
and asked the Government to build a monument 
to commemorate the deeds of men who needed no 
monument to tell the story of their patriotism. 

At this point Mr. Cannon of Illinois declared 
that he had been informed that a quorum of the 
Committee on Military Affairs had never author- 
ized this motion to be made. He asked for fur- 
ther light on this point. | 

The members of the committee present stated 
that the committee had authorized the motion, 


but they were unable to state positively that a 


quorum had been present. 

After a brief discussion the point was made that 
Mr. Cannon’s objection, even if well taken when 
made in time, now came too late, and the Speaker 
so decided. 

Mr. Flower of New York explained, in response 
to a question, that the State of New York had not 


erected a monument itself, because the land upon 


which it was proposed to erect it belonged to the 
Government. 

Mr. Cannon of Illinois said he was informed 
that the Committee on Military Affairs had re- 
ported favorably thirty monument bills. There 
was an estimated increase in the expenditures of 
the Government of $75,000,000, and an estimafed 
increase in the revenues of $60,000,000. Congress 
had to look the matter squarely in the face and 
choose between giving proper relief to the living 
and erecting thirty momuments, no matter how 
worthy the deeds to be commemorated. 

Mr. J. D. Taylor of Ohio and Mr. Kerr of Iowa 
twitted the New York members with the fact that 


their city had neglected to erect a monument to 


Gen. Grant, and that they nevertheless came to 
Congress asking for a monument to the victims of 
the prison ships. 

The motion was lost—yeas, 90; nays, 103.

GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Lard and Pure Food Bills Passed Over for 
the Present. 

Wasmrnetor, D. C., Dec. 15.—[Special.}—The 
various lard and pure food bills on the Senate 
calendar are to have a hearing at a later day. 
This morning the measure subjecting oleomargar- 
ine to the provisions ofthe various State laws 
was reached and Senator Farwell suggested that 
the present time was not 4 good one for its con- 
sideration. Paddock of the Agricul- 
tural Committee had no wish to press it in the 
face of opposition. At his suggestion the Oleo- 
margarine bill, the Conger Compound Lard bill, 
and other pure food measures were passed over 
without prejudice. 

A Confederate May Be Pensioned, 


Commissioner Raum of the Pension Bureau 
submitted to the Secretary of the Interior a case 
involving the question whether a Confederate 
soldier, who afterward served in the Union army, 
is entitled to draw a pension under the act of 
June 27, 1890; and if he may draw a pension, 


whether he would be required to establish the 
fact that the disabilities for which he makes his 


claim did not originate in connection with the 
Confederate service. The case waséreferred to 
Assistant Secretary Bussey, who in his reply holds 
that the fact that the claimant served in the Con- 
federate army prior to his enlistment and service 
in the army of the United States does not impair 
his pensionable status. As to the second question 
as tothe origin of disabilities Gen. Bussey holds 
that the previous service in the Confederate army 
does not enter into the question. 

Pan-American Transportation Company.

MUST NOT DISCRIMINATE. 


IMPORTANT DECISION BY THE con- 
MISSION REGARDING COAL RATES, 


The Lackawanna Must Quit Making Lower 
Rates on Coal from Its Own Mines than 
from Those of Its Competitors—Motion 
to Dismiss for Want of Jurisdiction De- 
nied—Further Efforts to Prevent a Re- 
duction in Hog Rates—Light Shipments 
to the Eas | . Railroad News. 

The Inter-State Commerce Commission has de- 
cided an important case regarding discrimination 
in coal rates, The opinion in brief is as follows: 

Complainant is a miner shipper of anthra- 
cite coal from 4 region Pennsylvania from 
which defendant (Delaw 

Western) is a common carrier and also a miner, 

purchaser, and shipper of coal on its own ac- 

count. Complainant alleges that defendant gives 
to itself as shipper of coal an undue advantage in 


rates as compared with those charged complain- 


ant, and that the rates charged him on coal east 
of Hoboken and north and west to Buffalo and 
other points are unreasonable and unjust. Re- 


spondent in reply relies on certain contracts be- 


tween itself and complainant entered into prior 
to the enactment of the Inter-State law, as con- 
trolling the charges for the transportation of coal 
by the former for the latter and as precluding the 
jurisdiction of the commission in the prem- 

‘No claim is made that fhe validity 
of these contracts has been impaired 
or affected by the passage of the Inter-State 
Co ree act, although the commission dis- 
tinctly propounded the inquiry whether such 
claim was made. The case being thus at issue the 
complainant applied for subpoenas duces tecum 


to compel certain third parties, as well as officers 


of respondent, to produce certain papers and 
contracts, alleged to be material as evidence upon 
thé.issue, and respondent moved to dismiss for 
want of jurisdiction. ! 

The commission carefully abstains from ex- 
pressing any opinion as to the effect of the Inter- 
State law to regulate commerce in impairing the 


validity of the contracts referred tq, but assum- 


ing them to be still in force holds: 

1. That complainant is precluded, by the terms 
of the contract for shipping coal to Hoboken, 
from going into evidence to show that the rate 
on his coal to Hoboken ought to be different from 
that fixed by the contract; and witnesses and evi- 
dence asked for to that end are immaterial. 

“2. The contracts providing that complainant 
may ship coal to points north and west on the 
same terms and rates that respondent for the 
time being gives other persons do not preclude 
complainant from showing that such rates are un- 
just, oppressive,-or unreasonable. Complainant 
: therefore entitled to a hearing upon that ques- 

on. 

“3. The commission cannot, for the purpose 
of discovering and preventing unjust discrimina- 
tion by respondent, which is both a shipper and a 
carrier of its own products over its own line, 
conmipel it to keep segarate accounts showing what 
it charges itself for transportation or what the 
cost of transportation to it is; and, even were 
such a separate account. required, it would form 
no safe guide in determining whether respondent 
did or did not use ite power as acarrier oppres- 
sively. 

4. The application for subpoenas duces tecum is 
denied. As applicable to contracts andypapers of 
third persons, not before the commission, it is de- 
nied on the ground of the injustice that might be 
done such persons; and generally (for the present 
at least) it is denied on the ground that the ma- 
terial facts can be proven bythe testimony of 
witnesses without the aid of documentary evi- 
dence; although respondent will be expected to 
produce, for purposes of examination, any 
books and papers of its own, material to the con- 
troversy. 

“5. The respondent's: motion to dismiss the 


complaint in toto is denied, as good ground of 


complaint is set forth in respect to northern and 
western shipments.” 


HOG RATES STILL IN ABEYANCE. 


Farther Efforts Being Made to Prevent a 
Redaction. 

Although it was agreed at the last meeting of 
the Western Freight Association that, owing to 
the inability to bring about an advance in rates 
on packing-house products from the Missouri 


River to Chicago, the hog rate should be reduced 


to 18 cents per 100 pounds Jan. 1, efforts have 
been renewed to prevent the reduction if 
possible. It was agreed at the last meet- 
ing to make the rate 18 ents from 
all Iowa points, but great difficulty 
is being found in carrying out the resolution be- 
cause the rate from St. Pau! is fixed at five cents 
below the the rate from the Missouri River and 
one of the St. Paul lines is said to have a @ontract 
at the five cent differential of whatever the rate 
may be from the Missouri River. This would 
prevent a higher rate than 13 cents from most 
Iowa points. Consequently great anxiety is 
shown by the lowa lines to bring about an ad- 
vance in the packing-house rate from the Mis- 
souri River to 22 cents, so as to prevent so 
large a reduction in the hog rates from 
Iowa points. A meeting of the managers of the 
various roads was held yesterday to see whether. 
some arrangement could not be made by which 
the Fowler Bros.’ contract with the Alton 
could be so modified as to permit the pro- 
posed advance. No result was reached, but be- 
fore notice of the reduction is given further efforts 
will be made to adjust the difficulty, 


EAST-BOUND BUSINESS LIGHT. 


Poor Prospects for the Railroads During 
the Winter. 

Shipments of east-bound freight from ‘Chicago 
last week were not as heavy as was expected. Gen- 
erally with the close of navigation there comes a 
large increase of traffic for the railroads. It was so 
last year, when shipments increased over 30,000 
tons, and every year before. This year the in- 
crease in through and local shipments amounted 
to only a little over 3,000 tons, while the increase 
in through: shipments in flour, grain, and pro- 
visions amounted to a little over 6,000 tons. This 
shows there was an actual decrease in local ship- 
ments, which is unusual at this season of the year, 
and particularly so this year, when the weather 
was all that could be desired. 5 

Everything indicates an exceedingly light busi- 
ness this winter even if rates remain as they are 
at present. Should a further advance in rates be 
attempted shipments are sure to be the lightest 
ever known, as in that case shippers will hold off 
their goods until next spring, when they can take 
advantage of the low lake rates. The stocks re- 
maining in farmers’ hands are the lightest ever 
known, and there is enough grain in Eastern ele- 
vators and warehouses to supply the markets there 
for the next three or four months. 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visious from Chicago through to seaboard points 
and for export for the week ending Saturday by 
the various Central Traffic Association roads 
amounted to 43,625 tons, against 39,851 tons for the 
week previous and 66,824 for the corresponding 
week last year. Flour shipments last week were 
8.772 tons, against 7,191 tons last year; grain, 
21.533 tons, against 44,768 tons; provisions, 13,320 
tons, against 14,865 tons: The percentages car- 
ried by the various roads were as follows: Chi- 
cago and Grand Trank, 16.2; Michigan Central, 
17.5; Lake Shore, 15.9; Fort Wayne, 19.2; Pan- 
Handle, 3.8; Baltimore and Ohio, 10.9; Nickel- 
Plate, 17.1. 

The total shipments of all kinds of freight, ex- 
cépt live stock, from Chicago to through and 
local points in the East by all the east-bound 
roads last week amounted to 8,796 tons, 

77,386 tons for the week previous and 
101,825 tons for the corresponding week last year. 
The tonnage carried by the various roads was as 
follows : Michigan Central, 11,194 tons; Wabash.

ANOTHER HITCH IN NEGOTIATIONS. 
No Agreement Reached in the Matter of 
the Behring Sea Fisheries. 


New Tonk, Dec. 15.—A Washington dispatch to 
the World says: 

It appears that another crisis has been 
reached in the negotiations between this Govern- 
ment and the Government of Great Britain with 
regard to the seal fisheries of Behring Sea. It is 
learned from a reliable source that Secretary 
Blaine intends to send to Congress within a few 
days a special message on the subject which, 
while presenting the communications which have 
recently passed between the two Governments, 
will declare another failure of the two sides 
to agree even upon a mode of pi Ali 
to effect a final settlement. Both sides, 
it appears, are willing to leave to arbitra- 
tion the question of the United States sovereignty 
in the waters of the Behring Sea, and conse- 
quently the right of the United States revenue 
cutters to seize or interfere with Canadian seal- 
ing vessels outside of the three-milé limit. But 
they cannot agree upon the methdd of getting at 
this arbitration, and they cannot’ agree upon a 
temporary regulation tobe applied during the 
time which must elapse before the result of 
arbitration can be known, The British Minister 
proposes that for the temporary period it shall be 
understood that all 
the Behring Sea shall be entirely prohibited dur- 
ing May and June and from October till Decem- 
ber, and that during July, August, and September 
no marauders shall be permitted to land on the 
seal islands, and that no ing vessels shall be 
permitted to approach within three miles of the 
islands, Secretary Blaine was dissatisfied with this 
proposition. July to September he regarded as 
the best poaching season, and the British Minis- 
ter’s proposition would secure the poachers from 
interference outside of a three-mile limit during 
that period. In other words, while pretending to 
apply réstrictions upon thé poaehers Sir Julian 


Pauncefote’s suggestion would give them all the 


scope they wanted during the season when they 
count upon doing their poaching. Besides, Secre- 
tary Blaine 1s perfectly comfident that the three- 
mile limit prohibition wo not prohibit, and, 
considering the thick fog in which the seal isl- 
ands are almost always “eaveloped,.it is by no 
means certain that the uders, who have been 
in the habit of landing s(ealtbily on the seal isl- 
ands, would be restrained from a .continuance of 
their thieving by the prohibition which Sir Julian 
Pauncefote suggests. Nothing will satisfy Secre- 
tary Blaine but the 1 — during the months 
of July. August, and September of the out and 
out order of exclusion from Behring Sea, which 
Sir Julian suggests for the months before and 
after that period. There isthe rock upon which 
the negotiations split. Mr, Blaine will not accept 
what is offered and Pauncefete will not offer any

Why Senator Spooner Will Not Be Nam

Wasuineton, D. C.. Dec: 15.—{Special. The 
appointment to the vacancy on. the Sapreme 
Court bench willin all probability go outside of 
Congress. I understand that the President has 
reached this point in considering the case, al- 
though he has not yet decided who he will select. 
If he had made an appointment from Congress he 
would have selected Senator Spooner. The latter, 
who was sensible enough to acquire a fortune be- 
fore going into politics, will probably be Senator 
Sawyer’s successor in the Senate two years from 
now. I understand that the Senator does not 
care to continue longer than that in public life. 
Otherwise Mr. Sawyer would succeed himself. 
The two seniors are very close friends and the 
Sawyer influence was given to Mr. Spooner at the

time of his election.

watched with great interest by the legal profes- : 


sion. The two Democratic appointments made 
by Mr. Cleveland did not strengthen the working 
capacity of the court. The Chief Justice, Mr. 
Fuller, while a lawyer of good standing, is not 
considered the equal of any of the older Justices 
in legal knowledge and broad grasp of questions 
presented. Mr. Lamar is not strong physically. 
Physical strength is a very important element in 
a Justice of the Supreme Court. I know some- 
thing of the inner view of Supreme Court life 
through my former acquaintance with Justice 
Davis. He once said in a conversation upon the 
subject of the bench and its work that it was of 
the utmost importance that a President in mak- . 
ing his selections should not go outside of certain 
conditions. No man, in his judgment, should be 
appointed to the bench who was not in the prime 
and vigor of his life. He thought that the average 
appointment should be between the ages of 45 and 
50. Itis at that time that a lawyer of the right 
sort is at the top of his physical strength and at 
the apex of his intellectual acquirements. ¢ 
Hard Work of a Justice, 

The work of the Supreme Court involves a tre- 
mendous amount of drudgery for which physical 
strength is needed. Where a man is appointed to 
the bench who is too old or too feeble to do his 
share of the physical work of writing the decis- 
ions assigned to him, then the burden of the work 
falls upon the elder Justices. Justice Miller was 
noted for his physical and intellectual strength. 
During the later years of his life he took upon his 
broad shoulders the brunt of the severest work of 
the consultation room. He and Justice Field, 
two of the oldest appointments of the bench, were 


two of the most vigorous and industrious of the 


Justices. If the Democratic appointments had 
been men equal in rank and accomplishment of 
Justice Field there would have been no reason for 
criticism. Justice Field is today strong physical- 
ly and is able to fulfill all of the work which he 
has been called upon to do, but it is a question 
whether he would not live longer if he should not 
be called upon to do somuch. It was possibly 
some thought of this that inclined’ the President
